Declaration under the Provisional Collection of Taxes Act, 1931 


It is hereby declared that it is expedient in the public interest that the 
provisions of clauses 3 and 4 of this Bill shall have immediate effect under

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The object of this short Bill is to continue for the financial year 1991 
82 the existing rates of income- tax with certain modifications and to 
provide for the continuance of the provisions relating to auxiliary duties 
of customs and special duties of excise for the said year . 


2. Clause 2 of the Bill deals with rates of income-tax . The rates of 
income- tax and surcharge which were specified in Part III of the First 
Schedule to the Finance Act, 1990 , for the purpose of deduction of tax 
at source from salaries during the financial year 1990 - 91 , for computing 
the " advance tax " payable during that financial year in relation to current 
incomes and for certain special purposes, are proposed to be continued 
for the purpose of assessments for the assessment year 1991- 92. Further , 
the same rates are proposed to be continued also for the purpose of deduc 
tion of tax at source from salaries during the financial year 1991 - 92 , for com 
puting the " advance tax ” payable during that financial ycar on current 
incomes , and also for the said special purposes. 


3. The rates for deduction of tax at source during the financial year 
1990- 91 from incomes other than salaries, specified in Part II of the First 
Schedule to the Finance Act, 1990 , are also proposed to be continued for 
deduction of tax at source from such incomes during the financial year 
1991-92 . 


4 . Clause 2 of the Bill accordingly proposes to apply to the financial 
year 1991-92 the provisions of section 2 of, and the First Schedule to , the 
Finance Act , 1990 , with consequential and other necessary modifications . 

5. Clause 3 of the Bill seeks to levy up to the 31st day of March , 1992 , 
auxillary duties of customs on all imported goods at the rate of fifty per 
cent, of their value . 


6 . Clause 4 of the Bill seeks to levy up to the 31st day of March , 1992 , 
special duties of excise on all excisable goods at the rate of ten per cent. 
of the duty leviable under the Central Excises Act, read with any noti 
Acation for the time being in force issued under the said Act or the rules 
made thereunder .
